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7. GETTING ALONG WITH OTHERS 



Relationships is an important word. It tells 
us that other people Are important. We must 
learn to get along with them. There are many 
people we have relationships with — our 
mom and dad, our brothers, sisters and the 
kids in our class — these are Just some of the 
people who are part of our lives. 

Jesus told several stories about relation- 
ships. The prodigal son is the best known. 
The son was selfish. He- left his family. He 
broke or hurt his relationship with them. He 
went to a foreign land. He wasted all of his 
father's i^oney He was hungry and even ate 
the food given to pigs. After a time, he 
realized how important his family was to 
him. He came hmne to renew that relation- 
slwp.
